As m any as 25.800 persons may be 
killed this year, Nerlove said, and 
m athem atical projection seems to he 
carried out for the first period of the 
year. 
Growing Fatalities. 
“Fatalities have been climbing con­ 
stantly at a rapid rate, from year to 
year, and on the basis of all present 
indications, the rath er alarm ing ten ­ 
dency wMll continue,” the report of 
the two experts says. 
Data for the survey was obtained 
from various states and from the Na­ 
tional Automobile C ham ber of Com 
nierce. 
“Our data shows that on a basis of 
tile nine y ear period 1817-1926 fatali­ 
ties due to the automobile have been 
Increased geometrically at a constant 
rate of about 10.7 per cent. On the 
basis of the five year period 1921-1926, 
th e trend seems to be somewhat dif­ 
ferent. Instead of increasing geomet­ 
rically, these fatalities appear to he 
increasing 
arithm etically 
by a con­ 
stant am ount of approximately 1,770. 
If this Is an accurate indication of the 
trend, our figures show that the auto­ 
mobile death toll will be approximate 
Iv 23,440 in 1928. 
“The straig h t line trend for the 
period betw een 1921 and 1926. show­ 
ing 10.2 Individuals killed per 100,000 
population, would indicate almost 20 
fatalities per 100,000 for 1928. A com­ 
pound interest curve, which fits the 
d ata more accurately, shows 21 6 fa­ 
talities per 100,000. 
Non fatal automobile Injuries have 
been increasing at an even more rapid 
rate, according to tho 
survey, 
a l­ 
though the results were tabulated on 
a more incomplete basis than that of 
fatal accidents. 
In 1921, it is estimated, there were 
approxim ately 
216,300 non fatal in­ 
juries caused by automobiles. Since 
then, the figures show, there has been 
a steady increase of about 23 per cent 
a year. 
Autos Increase. 
Tliis would mean 816 people injur­ 
ed in every 100,000, on a basis of an 
estim ated national population of 119.- 
204.000 at midyear. 
“Some consolation is afforded by a

“Man of a Thousand 
Faces,” had also to become man of 
a thousand strange new words, when 
he mastered one of the oddest lan­ 
guages in existence—the argot of the 
New York underworld In “Tile Big 
City,” in which he plays a New York 
gangster leader, he delved deeply in­

The new picture, which conies Mon­ 
day to the American theatre, is a vivid 
mystery tale of New York's night lifp, 
with Marceline Day, James Murray, 
Betty Co rn peon, and others of note, 
directed by Tod Browning.
